Captain Jack’s Gun. 


The gun which the defunct Modoc chief- 
tain, Captain Jack, fired during the late un- 
pleasantness between him and the govern- 
ment, is now in the office occupied by Gen. 
Davis as his headquarters. It shows the 
effect of hard service and apparently often 
came jin coutact with hard rocks, for it is 
scratched in every part, scarcely a spot an 
eighth of an inch in extent being untouched. 
It is one of the old muzzle-loacing rifles 
of the pattern of 1863. The lock-plate con- 
tains the following inscription: “U §, 
Colt’s Pt. & F. A. Mfg. Co., Hartford, Conn., 
1863.” It. is rather aa unwieldly weapon, 
and is very long—about four and a half feet. 
The barrel alone is forty inches in length. 
It has three sights, one being marzed for a 
hundred yaids, another for three, and the 
third for five hundred yards. The siing is 
made of a piece of leather, which was ap- 
parently broken in the centre, for at that 
point it is kept together by two copper rivets, 
and it is fastened in the bands by pieces of 
buckskin. The upper band is made of tin, 
and is fastened to the stock with four smal! 
headless nails. This piece of mechanism is 
apparentiy the work of the hero of the lava

As the processes which seem to threaten 
the dissolution of matter produce crystals, so 
the severest scourages that fal] upon man de- 
velop the very highest type of humanity.

Miss Mattie Stevenson was a young girl of 
Towanda, Illinois. She was obscure, and 
never had a thoughtof hurrying through life 
toa monument. She heard of the scourge 
of pestilence in Memphis, and, self-forgetting, 

‘she resolved to hasten to the relief of suffer- 
ing, and stand a faithful friend at the couch 
of death. She went unheralded and unob- 
served into the stricken city, offered 
her services to the Howard Associa- 
tion, and was accerted. What she did 
will never allbe known. Inthe death cham- 
ber often but two were present—the young 
irl and the sufferer—and their lips are sealed 
orever. Itis simply known that Mattie 
Stephenson was good and brave, and freely 
offered up her own young life for her fellow- 
creatures. Hers was a holy mission, and she 
performed her full work. Did her father 
or mother in Towanda weep for her? 
Did a brother or sister tremble at the 
knowledge that their dear one was in 
the ranks where the shafts were flying 
thick and deadly. She herself was stricken 
and fell. Her memory is dear to Memphis, 
and her shrine is sacred as that of a saint. 
Her life was crystalized in a few days of 
duty,and a monument by loving hands will 
riseabove her ashes. To such a heart there 
no strangers, for it was the friend of all. 
fore the body of the little girl had been 
laid away to rest in Elmwood, a wealthy 
merchant—Napoleon Hill—suggested 4 
fitting monument, to commemorate the most 
beautiful of lives and highest of vir- 
tues.

NEARLY $3),000,000 of FRACTIONAL CURREN- 

CY AFLOAT. 

The circulation of fractivnal currency is 
increasing daily, and it is expected that the 
limit of $50,000,000, which is prescribed _by 
law, will be reached ina few weeks. The 
denomination now being sent out by the as 
sistant treasurers and government deposita- 
ries is the last issue of fifty centnotes. It 
has been the policy of Secretary Rich- 
ardson to put as many of this denomination 
in circulation as possible, believing that the 
disbursement $8,000,000 or $10,600,000 in 
fifty cent notes would ina measure tend to 
relieve the present financial distress. 


WHY THE GOVERNMENT IJ3 PAYING 
SILVER. 


WASHINGTON, October 29.—Tke Director 
of the Mint makes the following statement of 
the purpose of tae Government in paying out 
silver coin: As in other countries where 
old is the standard, or measure of value, 
silver coins are over-valued for the purpose 
of rendering them inexportable. They 
are manufactured and issued on Govy- 
ernment account, the law, however, placing, 
directly or indirectly,a jimit on the issue 
to. prevent a redundancy. If issued in 
times of specie payment beyond the require- 
ments of the public for change, such coin will 
not maintain their purchasing power with 
standard coin. Owing to various causes in 
this or other countries, si‘ver has declined in 
value to a point at which the government can 
purchase it with gold, manufacture it into 
small coin and pay it out ata fair profit. The 
government has recently purchased a quan. 
tity of silver bullion sufficient for its purposes 
at 112 1-2 cents per standard ounce, and will 
manufacture it into coin at a fixed legal rate 
at 1244-10 cents per ounce, the difference 
between the purchasing and issuing rate be- 
ing within a fraction of 12 cents per ounce, 
or about 10 1-2 per cent. on gold coin paid in 
the purchase. This operation is believed to 
be a more profitable one for the Treasury, 
and also more advantageous to the public in 
the prescnt condition of the money market, 
than the ssle of gold for legal tender notes 
and is nota scheme for the resumption of 
specie payments, but simply 8 compliance 
withthe mint laws. A dollarin United States 
currency will purchase a little more gold in 
the market than a dollarof small silver coin. 
The dollar will, therefore, soon fiad its level, 
and unless there be a rise in both the prices 
of gold and silver, small coins must circulate 
concurrently with paper money. The Govy- 
ernment has in possession of the Assistant 
Treasurer, about five hundred thousand dol. 
las in silver coin, and at the mint and Assay 
Offices, in silver bullion and coin, about $2,- 
000,000. This stock isample for the present. 
This modc of paying out silver coin will be 
continved until circumstances shall dictate a 
contrary course as proper. The Government 
will exact the full seigniorage required by 
law, but will not undertake to control the 
disposition of coin after it is paid out. Coin 
will then become the property of holders, 
who may do what they please with it, This 
course was not decided upon until it had been 
tully considered by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
JUDGE KELLY’3 FINANCIAL VIEWS. 


Judge Kelly, a member of the Committee 
of Ways end Means of the last House, has 
recently been in Washington, to impress his 
financial views upon the President, Secretary 
Richardson and United States Treasu 
Spinner. Heseys that the currency at the 
close of the war amounted to some $809,- 
000,009 to $1,000,000,7C0, and was very 
sharply contracted by retiring the 7-30 notes 
and the 3 per cent. certificates, and by the 
monthly withdrawal of $1,090.000 ia green- 
backs for eleven months by Secretary Mc- 
Culloch. The resuit of this contraction 
was to raise the interest on money 
and cause our gold-bearing bonds to go 
abroad, necessitating thereby payment of 
$100,000,000, gold, of Federal anc other 
bonds in Europe, cr forty million dollars 
more than the entire annual gold product of 
the mines. Judge Keily says that owing to 
these and other errors of the Treasury De- 
partment we are financially farther off from 
resumption than we were five years ago. 
Resumption he regards as now impracticable, 
He proposes yarious remedies for existing 
evils, all locking to the expansion of the 
currency, and to release the banks from 
maintaining the reserve, which he says affords 
no real security to depositors; next by pun- 
ishing the payment of interest on deposits 
by the National banks ; and 
mainly, however, by the issue of a new 
bond with interest payable in currency at 
$3 65 per annum, the same to be convertible 
into legal tenders gt the will of the holder, 
and reconvertible into the same bonds. Judge 
Kelly says that there should bea large legal 
tender reserve to meet calls founded on the 
surrender or presentation of these bonds, 
which should be replaced as fast as new pay- 
ments are afterwards made to secure such 
bonds. Itis obvious that these views, com- 
ing from such a quarter, reflect those of 
Strong business interests in the dominant 
party. The President is very much im-— 
pressed with the ideas of the last man he 
talks to on these questions, and Secretary 
Richardson will have the last say. 


A NEW ENGLAND MANUFACTURER AND THE 
SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 


One of the largest manufacturer in New. 
England last Monday called on Secretary 
Richardson. During the conversation Mr 
Richardson alluded to the recent reduction 
of expenses in the cotton mills by the dis- 
charge of workmen, and the curtailing of 
expenses in other manufacturing establish— 
ments, which led to a general discussion of 
the probable effects of the panic on thela- 
boring classes this winter, ‘The New Eng. 
land representative said: “I would have 
reason to anticipate very hard times this 
winter Were it not that the stock of woolen 
and cotton goods was never lower; and 
while the miils may be compelled to run on 
shorter time, the actual demand will 1e. 
quire the services of all the operatives this 
season. The cotton crop has not begun to 
have its influence. In 1869, when there was 
good reason for apprehension and the pros: 
pect of internal trouble tumbled everything 
to the ground, the market was overloaded 
with the produciions of the mills. Now 
there is no war or rumors of war. - The pro- 
ducts of the soil were never more in de- 
mand; and, as if to spite the farmers and 
graigers’ movement, when railroads would 
be glad to carry all the freight they could 
get at the lowest running rate, and 
when the crops are abundant and re. 
quire prompt shipment the greatest grumblers 
are at swords’ points.” Mr. Richardson said 
that, so far as his memory served him, he had 
never known sucha condition cf affairs. 
There could be no doubt now that the coiton 
crop was large, and that a good deal of Eng- 
lish capital would be necessary to move the 
article if large exports were to be made: but 
there would bea large demand for tie ar- 
licleat home. How much the leading im- 
porters of New York had agreed to furnish 
in payment of hills abroad would eventual! 
have much influence on the price of gold. 
The heavy importers could tell more about 
the future financial condition of Wail 
street than the Treasury Department 
because they knew their obligations and 
what amount of exchange would be required 
to pay off their indebtedness. In answer to 
the question “Do you think gold will remain

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Orange Culture. 

A Jacksonville (Fla.) correspondent, writ- 
ing to a New 4 pm paper, comes down 
like a thousand of brick on propagating the 
orange by budding or grafting, and declares 
loudly in fovor of sweet liogs, He says 
the well known Dummett’s grove, on Indian 
River, has eigiteen hundred budded trees in 
full bearing, being about twenty-five years 
old, and the largest yield it has ever made 
was one quarter million oranges, This year 
it only produced one thousand, while Hart’s 

rove just opposite Eilatka has only four 
fundred trees, sweet seedlings, occupying 
four acres, produced an average of two thou- 
sand per aree, and brought Mr. Hart every 
yo:r from $9,000 to $12,000. 
But persons planting the seed for seedling 
trees should be careful in selecting the seed 
from seedling and not budded trees, for the 
latter ig not reliable, often producing sour 
oranges. Theseed from Hari’s grove, planted 
in Florida, will producea better sweet orange 
than the original. The Mandarin orange 
does not succeed in Florida, compare to the 
large Smyrna, which, in his judgment, is the 
largest, sweetest and finest orange in the 
world. He would always advise io favor of 
the Smyrna, and he is of the opinion that 
August is the most favorable month for 


transplanting.
